From Calgary it has distributed two 
carloads of corn seed, this going from 
the international boundary to Peace 
River and outside the province as far 
as Victoria in the west and the East- 
ern Manitoba boundary in the east. 
The association now has 450 farmers 
growing corn, who should account for 
the planting of 27,000 acres of this 
crop in Alberta this year. 

The movement of :corn growing. in 
Western Canada is of very rec 
date, but has been characterized by 
startling rapidity, and the develop- 
ment of the last five years has. been 
little short of phenomenal. Mani- 
toba, which in 1917 raised 47,600 bush- 
els of corn, giéw 216,000 bushels in 
1922, an increase of over 250 per cent. 
for the period. Saskatchewan in the 
same time increased her production 
from 31,300 bushels to 187,000 bush- 
els, or by nearly 600 per cent. .Al- 
beyta increased her yield from 4,000 
bushels, in 1917 to 82,000 bushels in 
1922, an incredible increase of 1,915

“British Empire Preferences 


—— 


The tles that hold the British Empire together, or rather the lack of any 
hard and fast constitutional obligations, are w source of constant: worry: to 
some people anda few newspaper and magazine writers seem to labor under 
a delusion that to them has bee ‘n entrusted the lask of saving the Empire from 
speedy dissolution. 


One group advocates the creation of an-k inpire Partiament, with Ministers 
of the Overseas Dominions resident in’ London, a common foreign policy, and 
a definite scheme of Dmpire defence, naval and military. 


In other words,- 
this group stands for a greater degree of centralisation. 


Unless this is at- 
’ 

Opposed to this policy, certain other publicists seem to suffer from a 
continual nightmare that the liberties and attonomous powers of the Domin- 
jons are really in danger and that a sertous effort is being made to. place the 
far-flung portions of the Empire abjectly under the thumb of Downing Sireet. 


The trath is, of course, that both these groups are unnecessarily alarm- 
ing themselves, w hile al the same time wasting valuable time and good paper- 
and ink in endeavoring to arouse the people over something which is not 
worrying them in the slightest. 


The British EB mpire is, after all, a mgher country with a healthy family 
of grown up sons. While these sons were very little chaps, mother looked 
after them and directed their more important aftairs for them.* But as the 
boys grew up they were gradually given larger liberty of decision and action 
for themselves. That is, the Empire has evolved and continues to evolve in 
exactly the same way us the average family. Any father or mother desery- 
ing of the name is proud and happy to see the children grow up, develop 
character, become self-reliant, inde pendent and prosperous. 


Shall sign some formal document declaring their love and loyalty. to father 
gnd mother and binding themselves to discharge certain duties towards them 
and accept certain responsibiilies on their behall. . 

That Jove and loyalty exists, and that is all there is to it. No matter 
how the children may grow up, nor how far seatiered around the world they 
may be, and irrespective of the individual inierests which may be developed 
by each, there yet remains a common bond which remains strong and un- 
breakable.
